Enclosed  you'll  find  a  receipt  for  your  conference  registration,  a  map  to  the 
conference  site,  and  an  agenda  for  the  conference. 

The  first  thing  that  you  should  do  is  to  look  over  the  receipt  as  it  includes  a  printout 
of  your  database  entry  -  not  everyone's  handwriting  is  clear,  so  some  errors  have 
occured.  Please  let  us  know  immediately  (the  best  way  is  by  email,  the  second  best  is  by 
fax)  if  there  are  any  changes  that  we  should  make  to  the  database  because  we'll  be 
printing  a  handout  a  few  days  before  the  conference.  The  most  common  changes  are:  (1) 
You  forgot  to  say  that  it  was  ok  to  print  your  address  in  the  roster  (you  had  to  "opt  in"), 
and  (2)  You  didn't  ask  us  to  use  your  home  address  when  we  mail  things  to  you 
(remember  that  many  companies  will  not  forward  your  mail  if  you  change  jobs  between 
conferences). 

You'll  also  notice  a  few  "answers"  on  the  receipt  that  weren't  asked  on  the 
application  form...  When  we  changed  the  forms  from  last  year  a  few  important 
questions  got  dropped  (e.g.  "do  you  smoke",  "do  you  snore",  and  "what's  your  sex"). 
Another  question  ended  up  wrong  —  the  correct  question  should  have  been  "Will  you 
need  a  room  both  nights,  Friday  only,  or  Saturday  only."  (a  few  people  noticed  the 
error!)  If  any  answers  printed  on  your  receipt  are  incorrect,  please  let  us  know  ASAP! 

The  Agenda 

The  program  committee  is  still  working  on  the  agenda.    Many  people  wait  until  the 
last  couple  of  weeks  to  register  (plus  we  invite  new  people  until  a  couple  of  weeks  before 
the  conference).  Therefore,  the  program  committee  only  knew  a  few  of  the  people  who 
will  be  there  when  this  letter  had  to  go  out.  You  should  expect  that  the  agenda  will 
change  between  now  and  the  conference...  Some  sessions  will  be  moved  to  a  different 
time  slot,  some  new  sessions  will  be  added,  some  plenary  sessions  might  become  parallel 
sessions  or  even  BoFs,  and  some  sessions  may  even  be  dropped.  We  will  also  be 
allocating  one  small  meeting  room  for  BoFs  all  afternoon  and  evening  Saturday  instead 
of  just  after  midnight  each  night. 

The  Conference  Site 
The  conference  is  being  held  at  the  Granlibakken  Conference  Center  in  Tahoe  City, 
CA.  Their  telephone  number  is  (916)  583-4242.  Their  fax  number  is  (916)  583-7641,  but 
you  will  be  charged  for  faxes  sent  there.  Your  room  is  included  with  your  registration 
fee.  If  you're  going  to  be  arriving  after  11:00  p.m.,  please  let  Granlibakken  know  so  that 
they  can  arrange  to  have  your  room  key  available  -  otherwise  you  might  not  be  able  to 
get  into  your  room.  If  you'd  like  to  arrive  a  day  early,  or  stay  a  day  late,  contact 
Granlibakken  at  (800)  543-3221  directly  to  make  separate  arrangements  for  those  extra 
days. 

Getting  There 

Reno  Cannon  International  is  the  closest  airport  or  it's  about  a  3.5  hour  drive  from 
San  Francisco.  Please  call  United  Airlines'  meetings  desk  at  (800)  521-4041  (or  have 
your  travel  agent  call)  and  refer  to  our  meeting  code  of  557ZQ  to  receive  a  discount  on 
United's  fares  (should  be  at  least  5%  off  of  any  fare,  but  ask  them  for  details)  to  either 
Reno  or  the  San  Francisco  area.  You  can  also  save  using  United  for  air  freight. 

If  you  are  flying  into  Reno,  or  are  arriving  in  Truckee  at  either  the  airport  or 
Amtrak,  Granlibakken  can  provide  a  shuttle  service.  Their  shuttle  to/from  Reno  is  $25 
per  person  each  way  with  a  $45  minimum.  The  fee  from  Truckee  is  less.  Please  call 
Granlibakken  to  arrange  your  shuttle  at  least  two  days  ahead  of  time.  They  try  to 
group  arrivals  so  that  multiple  people  are  driven  each  trip  (which  may  cover  the 


minimum).  Be  sure  to  ask  them  if  you'll  have  to  wait  at  the  airport.  Their  driver  should  have  a  sign  that 
reads  "Granlibakken"  and  "Hackers  Conference". 

Bringing  Equipment  and  "Toys"  to  Show  Off 

We  hope  that  you  will  find  a  way  to  bring  things  with  you  that  you  think  other  people  would  enjoy 
seeing:  hot  things  you're  working  on,  neat  toys,  cool  hacks,  arcade  machines,  game  machines,  networked 
games,  etc.  Steve  Satchell  will  once  again  be  coordinating  the  "equipment"  room,  so  look  him  up  once  you 
check  in.

So  that  we  can  have 
videos  showing  on  the  main  screen  at  various  times  throughout  the  conference,  please  consider  allowing  Lou 
to  dub  your  tape  solely  so  that  he  can  have  multiple  videos  on  the  same  tape  all  ready  to  go.
